Sfcft. presented a proposition to the city council Monday night rela- 
tive to the placing of a street through the tract of irrouud located 
between East Chestnut and East Main streets, recently purchased by 
the linn from the Parsons heirs. The proposed -street would be an 
extension of Fifteenth street and must be opened up before 
the 


tract can be sold in lots. 


Mr. Sin-dor offered to give the land for a thirty-foot street and 


develop it by putting in cement sidewalks along each side without 
any cost to the city. 


The proposition was met with one similar but which, it is claim- 


ed, would deteriorate from the value of the land owned by Snyder 
and Senft. 


Henry Watson, on behalf of his mother, Mrs. Mary AVatson who 


owns land between Chestnut and Main streets adjoining the land of 
Snyder and Senft. offered to give a strip half wide enough'to make 
the street a straight continuation of Fifteenth from Walnut street to 
Chestnut street providing Snyder and Sentt would give the remaind- 
er of the land necessary for the thoroughfare at that point. It was 
shown by the plat of the tract that a street according to the propo- 
sition of Mr. Watson would interfere with the plotting of the 
Snyder and Senft addition.
